It  is  a  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  the  greetings,  congratulations  and  best 
wishes  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  through  its  State  Library,  Hartford, 
where  you  will  recall  it  was  my  pleasure  to  welcome  this  Association  for  its 
19  27  annual  convention. 

In  1927  you  actually  met  within  the  borders  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 
Now  in  1934  you  are  again  meeting  in  what  was  formerly  Connecticut  ter¬ 
ritory  acquired  through  the  provisions  of  Connecticut’s  Charter  of  1G62, 
which  bounded  Connecticut  on  the  West  by  the  South  Sea.  The  city  of 
Cleveland  in  which  you  are  now  meeting  was  named  after  Moses  Cleveland, 
a  native  of  Canterbury.  Connecticut,  and  the  territory  above  mentioned  was 
known  as  the  Western  Reserve,  about  three  million  acres.  By  direction  of 
the  Connecticut  General  Assembly  it  was  sold  in  1795  for  about  $1,200,000 
and  the  proceeds  were  used  to  establish  a  ‘‘permanent  school  fund,”  which 
is  still  extant  The  income  to  he  used  for  the  cause  of  education. 

On  June  30,  1933,  this  fund  amounted  to  $2,129,086.42.  It  may  interest 
you  to  know  that  during  the  136  years  of  the  existence  of  this  fund  it  has 
earned  $13,S43,242.5G,  which  has  been  used  towards  the  support  of  the 
common  schools  in  Connecticut. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  income  from  this  fund,  the  amount  which  goes 
to  each  town  is  determined  by  the  actual  number  of  children  of  school  age 
within  its  limits. 


The  Joseph  C.  Mitchelson  Collection. 

This  collection  consists  of: 

1.  Coins — Federal.  State,  Colonial  and  foreign 

2.  Bills — Federal.  State,  Colonial.  Confederate  and  South  American. 

3.  Tokens — Patriotic,  political,  commemorative  and  commercial. 

4.  Medals — Patriotic,  religious,  historical  and  biographical. 

5.  Library — Books,  pamphlets  and  manuscripts  relating  to  numismatics. 

This  collection  was  made,  not  purchased,  and  is  the  combined  result  of 

time,  study,  money  and  untiring  love  and  devotion.  It  was  Mr.  Mitchelson’s 
hobby. 

The  special  vault  in  Memorial  Hall  occupied  by  the  collection  is  one  of 
two  planned  for  this  and  similar  collections.  It  is  fireproof,  and,  through 
a  special  appropriation  of  S2.000  made  by  the  1911  General  Assembly, 
equipped  with  the  latest  electrical  protection,  known  as  the  Holmes  System, 
and  installed  by  the  American  District  Telegraph  Company.  The  special 
interior  equipment,  which  is  an  innovation  in  method  of  storage  and  exhibi¬ 
tion.  was  planned  by  Mr.  Mitchelson  and  State  Librarian  Godard  and  was 
built  and  installed  by  the  Art  Metal  Construction  Co.,  Jamestown.  N.  Y.

There  are  196  safety  deposit  boxes,  accommodating  5  trays  each  of  a  stand¬ 
ard  size.  Each  tray  will  hold  from  2  to  3  6  coin  boxes  according  to  the  size 
of  box  used.  The  vault  has  10  cupboards  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
special  library. 

A  steel  easel  of  special  design,  which  will  accommodate  3  6  trays  of  coins 
at  a  time,  and  stands  just  behind  the  inner  plate-glass  door  of  the  vault, 
furnishes  both  a  convenient  method  of  exhibiting  the  collection  in  sections, 
and  at  the  same  time,  being  electrically  protected,  it  will  guard  against  such 
burglarious  raids  as  have  recently  been  made  on  similar  treasures  of  various 
museums  and  galleries. 

It  was  Mr.  Mitchelson’s  intention  to  have  this  collection  serve  as  a  perma¬ 
nent  historical  collection  which  shall  easily  and  authoritatively  show  the 
evolution  and  development  of  our  money.  A  separate  coin  box  substantially 
made  from  cardboard  and  properly  labeled  with  white  lead  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  each  known  variety  of  each  date  and  issue  of  the  several  mints, 

whether  Mr.  Mitchelson  had  succeeded  in  securing  a  specimen  of  that 
variety  or  not  As  a  result  there  appear  in  the  collection  several  empty 

boxes  properly  labeled,  which  will  bear  the  legend.  “Not  yet  in  collection.” 

By  this  method  Mr.  Mitchelson  thought  to  show  at  a  glance  what,  when  and 
where  the  several  coins  of  our  country  had  been  minted  and  whether  or  not 
they  were  in  the  collection.  Six  sizes  of  boxes  have  been  used  in  installing 
the  collection.  While  we  have  been  led  to  think  of  this  collection  of  coins, 
bills,  tokens  and  medals  as  being  confined  to  America,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  there  have  been  already  classified  coins  from  over  one  hundred 
and  twenty  foreign  governments  and  municipalities. 

Resolution  Accepting  the  Joseph  C.  Mitchelson  Collection. 

General  Assembly,  January  Session, 

A.  D.  1913. 

Whereas,  the  late  Joseph  C.  Mitchelson,  of  Tariffville,  has  given  to  the  State 
of  Connecticut  his  large  collection  of  Colonial,  State,  Federal  and  foreign  coins; 
Colonial,  State,  Federal  and  foreign  currency:  patriotic,  political,  commemorative 
and  commercial  tokens:  patriotic,  historical,  religious  and  biographical  medals; 
together  with  his  books,  pamphlets,  and  manuscripts  relating  to  these  subjects: 
and 

Whereas,  said  collection  should  be  properly  installed  in  the  Connecticut  State 
Library  and  there  form  a  permanent  historical  exhibit  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  of  his  native  States:  therefore 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  this  collection,  which  represents  so  large  an 
expenditure  of  time,  study,  travel,  money,  untiring  love  and  devotion,  is  hereby 
accepted  as  a  permanent  historical  collection  to  be  known  as  the  Joseph  C. 
Mitchelson  Collection,  to  be  maintained  as  required  by  Mr.  Mitchelson;  and 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  expression  of  appreciation  of  Mr.  Mitchelson's 
thoughtfulness  and  gent  rolls  gift  to  his  native  State  be  suitably  engrossed  and 
transmitted  bv  the  Secretary  of  the  State  to  Mrs.  Mitchelson,  who  so  ably  assist¬ 
ed  in  making  the  collection,  and  shares  in  her  husband's  patriotic  wishes. 

An  Act  Concerning  the  Joseph  C.  Mitchelson  Collection. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Assembly 
convened : 

The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  directed  to  continue  the  Joseph  C.  Mitchelson 
Collection  of  coins,  tokens,  and  medals  bv  adding  each  year  a  proof  specimen, 
or  if  not  so  coined,  an  uncirculated  specimen  of  each  variety  of  coin  minted  in 
the  several  mints  of  the  United  States.  The  comptroller,  upon  vouchers  of  the 
State  Librarian,  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  such 
amount  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  not  to  exceed  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually. 

Approved.  June  2,  1913. 

While  the  Connecticut  State  Library  is  the  Supreme  Court  Law  Library 
of  the  State,  the  Legislative  Reference  Department,  the  Archives  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Department  of  Public  Records,  Vital  Statistics,  Probate  Files, 
Local  History  and  Genealogy  Department,  Department  of  War  Records! 
Court  Files,  Church  Records.  Exchange  Department  for  State,  nation  and 
international,  yet  the  tourist  thinks  of  it  as  a  beautiful  and  model  State 
Library  and  Supreme  Court  Building  and  the  numismatist  thinks  of  the 
Connecticut  State  Library  as  the  home  of  the  Joseph  C.  Mitchelson  Collec¬ 
tion  of  coins,  medals  and  currency. 

The  coins,  currency  and  medals  part  of  this  collection  is  located  in  the 
vaults  and  cases  in  our  beautiful  Memorial  Hall,  in  which  you  will  remem¬ 
ber  are  located  the  collection  of  portraits  of  our  Governors,  the  Stuart’s 
portrait  of  Washington  and  the  historic  Charter  of  1662  of  Charter  Oak 
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fame,  which  is  substantially  cared  for  in  a  special  exhibition  vault  designed 
for  this  purpose,  similar  to  the  exhibition  vaults  at  the  south  end  of  this 
hall  in  which  is  located  the  Mitchelson  collection  and  the  table  on  which 
Lincoln  signed  the  Emancipation  Proclamation. 

In  t his  Memorial  Hall,  as  you  will  remember,  are  located  our  exhibition 
cases  containing  about  800  square  feet  of  exhibition  space. 

Varied  and  interesting  exhibits  are  always  on  display  in  these  cases.  At 
the  present  time  the  following  may  be  seen: 

United  States  pattern  pieces.  American,  Colonial  and  State  coinage,  Con¬ 
necticut  cents,  special  collection  of  Connecticut  pennies,  including  the  Gran¬ 
by  or  Higley  coppers;  Massachusetts  coins,  including  the  pine  tree,  oak  tree 
and  willow  tree  shilling,  threepence,  twopence  and  sixpence;  United  States 
commemorative  half  dollars,  Hard  Times  tokens,  merchants  tokens,  Wash¬ 
ington  cents  and  medals,  Bryan  money,  George  Washington  bicentennial 
medals,  historic  medals,  civil  and  military;  patriotic  society  insignia,  ecclesi¬ 
astical  medals,  commemorative  medals,  Presidential  medals.  U.  S.  Assay 
Commission,  encased  postage  stamps,  U.  S.  campaign  money.  Masonic  med¬ 
als  and  insignia,  patriotic  medals,  collection  of  coins  from  California,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Maryland,  Louisiana,  New  Jersey,  Ken¬ 
tucky.  Carolina,  Philippine  Islands,  Panama;  medals  from  the  Century  of 
Progress  and  the  Massachusetts  Tercentenary. 

Among  the  military  insignia  on  exhibition  is  the  United  States,  British, 
German  (75),  Canada,  Cuba,  etc 

Among  the  United  States  should  be  mentioned  Distinguished  Service  Med¬ 
als  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps  and  other  departments  of  our  Govern¬ 
ment;  Distinguished  Service  Cross  both  for  the  Army  and  Navy;  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Medal  of  Honor  for  both  the  Army  and  Navy;  medals  of  the 
Allies,  and  the  Purple  Heart — two  of  each  in  order  that  both  sides  may  be 
shown. 

Among  the  exhibits  of  foreign  countries  on  exhibition  at  the  present  time 
are  the  following:  Chinese  money,  German  necessity  money,  Judaea  money, 
Prussia,  Portugal.  Peru,  Poland,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Papal  States,  Monte 
Carlo,  Morocco,  Naples,  Netherlands,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Nica¬ 
ragua,  Norway,  Nuremberg,  Tarragona,  Tobago,  Turkoman,  Tortola,  Tus¬ 
cany,  Turkey,  Tyrol,  Virgin  Islands,  Venezuela,  West  Indies,  Windward 
Islands,  Wurtemberg,  Ragusa,  Rome,  Russia,  St.  Bartholomew,  St.  Lucia, 
Salzburg,  San  Domingo,  Saxe  Altenburg,  Saxony,  Scotland,  Siam,  Sicily, 
Sierra  Leone,  South  African  Republic,  Spain,  Sweden,  Switzerland  and 
Germany. 

These  several  exhibits  are  of  special  interest  to  the  large  number  of  daily 
visitors,  which  includes  not  only  a  large  number  of  tourists  from  a  distance 
but  a  large  number  of  public  schools.  The  following  extract  from  a  letter 
written  August  13,  1934,  is  an  expression  of  this  appreciation : 

“Last  Saturday  we  visited  the  State  Library  and  noticed  that  you  have  a 
wonderful  collection  in  the  eases.  The  young  lady  who  told  us  about  differ¬ 
ent  things  of  interest  in  this  room  told  us  that  if  Mr.  Godard  was  in  we 
might  see  even  more  and  rarer  coins  which  were  presented  to  the  State  by  a 
Mr.  Mitchelson.” 

Not  the  least  interesting  section  of  these  several  exhibits  of  the  Mitch¬ 
elson  Collection  in  Memorial  Hall  are  military  insignia  and  medals,  some 
gold,  some  silver  and  some  bronze  issued  by  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps 
and  other  departments  of  our  Government  and  governments  abroad,  and  by 
the  various  States,  patriotic  societies,  towns  and  other  communities,  corpo¬ 
rations  and  individuals. 

Of  all  the  trays  of  this  group  of  memorials  none  are  more  interesting 
than  those  containing  the  service  medals  authorized  by  various  Connecticut 
towns  and  conferred  upon  their  sons  who  served  in  this  great  world  conflict. 
Several  of  these  insignia  have  special  designs  based  upon  natural  advant¬ 
ages,  local  industries,  local  history,  their  official  seal,  or  some  allegorical 
liguie.  Some  bear  the  name  of  the  veteran  on  whom  it  was  conferred. 

Last  Hartford  lias  taken  advantage  of  its  meeting  house,  large  trees,  and 
the  Connecticut  River  bridge  in  its  design  for  its  war  medal.  Meriden  has 
‘worn?™  representing  the  crowning  of  the  victorious  defenders  as  they  are 
hi  Li°?le'r  M'ddlefield,  Derby,  New  Britain,  and  Torrington  empha- 
s  ze  the  spun  of  victory.  New  Haven  emphasizes  her  harbor  and 
life.  Derby  emphasizes  her  bridge,  water 


power,  and  industries. 


marine 

Shelton 
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commemorates  the  service  of  Captain  Isaac  Hull,  who  commanded  the  llag- 
ship  "Constitution”  in  the  War  of  1812.  Waterbary  emphasizes  her  rolling 
mills.  Willington  emphasizes  her  manufacture  of  thread.  Windham  per¬ 
petuates  the  historic  Windham  frog.  In  all  of  these  insignia,  the  American 
eagle,  the  spirit  of  liberty  or  the  spirit  of  victory,  are  emphasized. 

These  several  badges  conferred  by  Connecticut  towns,  whether  round, 
the  shape  of  a  cross,  or  the  shape  of  a  star,  as  they  are  suspended  by  the 
colors  of  the  Allies,  attached  to  a  fitting  cross  bar,  present  a  most  attractive 
appearance  in  the  special  trays  in  which  they  have  been  arranged.  They 
constitute  a  substantial  contribution  towards  perpetuating  the  work  our 
boys  did,  and  the  contributions  they  made. 

The  badge  of  the  town  of  Willington  deserves  special  mention.  The 
badge,  which  is  of  solid  gold,  and  bears  the  insignia  of  the  new  town  seal, 
designed  and  adopted  for  this  special  occasion,  is  surmounted  by  an  Ameri¬ 
can  eagle  with  outstretched  wings.  Its  size  and  design  are  such  that  it  may 
be  worn  at  all  times  and  in  all  places.  This  unique  badge  was  designed 
and  presented  to  the  Willington  boys  through  the  favor  and  generosity  of 
the  late  Senator  William  Henry  Hall,  President  pro  tern  of  the  Connecticut 
Senate,  who  also  had  a  son  in  the  service. 

I  am  pleased  to  confirm  the  report  that  the  Hartford  Numismatic  Society 
will  be  formally  organized  in  the  near  future.  Preliminary  meetings  have 
already  been  held.  I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  The  Numismatist  is 
much  appreciated,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  the  editor  and  those  associated  with  him  in  this  compilation  and  pub¬ 
lication. 

In  connection  with  Connecticut’s  Tercentenary  anniversary,  which  will 
be  celebrated  in  1935,  the  United  States  has  authorized  the  issuing  of  a 
Connecticut  commemorative  half  dollar,  the  preliminary  design  of  which 
has  been  made.  The  Connecticut  Tercentenary  Commission  will  also  issue 
a  Connecticut  Tercentenary  medal,  the  design  for  which  has  also  been  sub¬ 
mitted.  Special  Tercentenary  committees  have  been  appointed  and  have  in 
hand  the  arrangements  for  worth-while  exhibits  of  books,  maps,  coins  and 
medals,  manuscripts,  furniture,  portraits  and  other  interesting  historical 
groups. 

In  closing,  let  me  express  the  hope  that  in  due  time  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  may  hold  another  of  its  annual  conventions  in  Hartford. 


THE  NEW  ZEALAND  COINAGE. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Council  of  the  New  Zealand  Numismatic  Society 
contained  the  following  regarding  the  new  coins  recently  issued  for  the 
islands: 


It  is  presumed  that  in  due  course  the  Government  will  carry  out  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  of  the  coinage  committee  and  call  for  competitive  designs  for 
the  remaining  two  coin  denominations,  the  penny  and  the  halfpenny.  No 
problems  confront  the  authorities  at  present  so  far  as  the  bronze  imperial 
coins  are  concerned,  but  for  reasons  of  uniformity  it  is  hoped  that  the  issue 
of  New  Zealand  bronze  coins  will  not  be  too  long  delayed.  In  view  of  the 
lact  that  coins  pass  through  the  hands  of  every  person  in  the  community  it 
is  essential  that  coin  designs  should  be  prepared  by  the  very  best  artists  or 
coinage  designers  available,  whether  within  the  empire  or  elsewhere,  and 
no  expense  should  be  spared,  within  reason,  to  ensure  that  this  result  is 
achieved. 

I  hat  the  placing  of  New  Zealand  on  the  numismatic  map  of  the  world 
has  attracted  some  attention  to  this  country  is  evidenced  by  many  enquiries 
lor  specimens  of  the  new  issue  received  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  When 
the  export  ban  on  New  Zealand  coins  is  lifted  (as  it  should  be  as  soon  as 
the  change  over  has  taken  place)  the  flow  abroad  of  our  coins  bearing 
characteristic  designs  will  result  in  establishing  durable  and  lucrative  ad¬ 
vertising  media  in  remote  parts  of  the  world  where  New  Zealand  has  hith¬ 
erto  been  little  known 

Although  many  notable  medals  of  outstanding  beauty  and  workmanship 
s  i  in  ovei seas  were  exhibited  during  the  year,  no  medals  struck  in  New 
Zealand  were  exhibited  at  any  of  the  meetings.

Connecticut  Paper  Currency 
1709  to  1795 

The  General  Court  of  Connecticut,  met  on  June  8th  1709 
and  passed  the  following  Act.  "For  as  much  as  by  reason  o  f 
the  great  scarcity  of  money,  the  payments  of  public  debts 
and  charges  of  this  Government,  especially  in  the  intended 
expedition  to  Canada,  is  made  almost  impossible ;  for  remedy 
whereof,  be  it  enacted  that  there  be  forthwith  imprinted  a 
certain  number  of  Bills  of  Credit  on  this  Colony,  in  suitable 
sums  from  two  shillings  to  five  pounds,  which  in  the  whole 
shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  8000  pounds  and  no  more;  which 
Bills  shall  be  indented  and  stamped  as  the  Government  and 
Council  shall  direct:  and  be  signed  by  a  Committee  appoint¬ 
ed  by  this  Court,  they  or  any  three  of  them,  and  of  the  tenor 
following,  that  is  to  say-".  The  prescribed  form  is  shown  on 
the  bill  illustrated. 

Since  the  amount  authorized  in  June  was  inadequate,  the 
following  amounts  were  authorised  subsequently.  Oct.  19th  1709, 
11,000  pounds.  Oct.  1710,  5000  pound*,  may  1711,  4000  pound*. 
June  1711,  6000  pounds.  Kay  1712,  5000  pound*.  October  1712, 
1500  pounds .  On  May  14th  1713  the  sum  of  20,000  pounds  to 
redeem  the  such  bills  as  were  torn  or  badly  soiled. 

?;any  of  the  bills  had  been  conterfeited.  Therefore,  the 
vOurt  enacted  that  a  filigree  overprint  must  be  placed  on  sub— 
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sequent  issues*  Hence  two  varieties  of  the  early  issues 
are  known*  Various  amounts  were  authorised  each  year  un¬ 
til  1724  in  the  following  manner- "it  is  ordered  and  enacted 
by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Hepresentatives  in  General  Court 
assemblied  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Barrie,  that  there  be 
forthwith  emitted  a  certain  number  of  Bills  of  Credit  on  this 
Colony,  in  suitable  sums  from  two  shillings  to  five  pounds, 
which  on  the  whole  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  — —  -  and  no 
more,  which  Bills  shall  be  of  the  same  tenor  and  date  with 
the  Bills  last  emitted  by  the  order  or  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  held  at  Hew  Haven  Juno  8th  A.  D.  1709. !!  From  the 
first  omission  in  1709  until  the  new  tenor  bills  were  issued 
in  1740,  the  total  amount  is  approximately  100,000  pounds. 
Meanwhile  the  tenor  of  the  bills  remained  unchanged. 

When  counterfeiting  became  prevalent  throughout  the 
Colony  in  1724,  the  General  Court  deemed  it  very  expedient 
to  afford  protection  to  the  people  by  passing  a  very  dras¬ 
tic  law  against  such  imitations  being  made  and  placed  in 
circulation .  Therefore  the  following  law  was  passed.  "Be 
it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the* same, 
that  whosoever  shall  presume  to  forge,  counterfeit,  alter 
or  utter  &.ny  Bill  or  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  Colony,  or  of 
the  Eills  of  Credit  of  the  Provisoes  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
New  Hampshire,  New  York,  Rhode  Island  and  the  New  Jerseys, 
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knowing  them  to  be  such  that  now  are,  or  hereof  tor  shall 
bo  by  this  law  established  either  in  this  Colony,  or  either 
of  the  aforesaid  Prorinoes ;  or  that  shall  counsel,  advise, 
procure ,  or  any  ways  assist  in  tho  forging,  counterfeiting, 
imprinting,  stamping,  altering  or  signing  any  such  Bill  or 
Bills,  knowing  them  to  be  such,  or  engrave  any  plate,  or 
make  any  other  ins truce nt  to  be  used  for  that  purpose ;  every 
person  or  persons  so  offending,  being  thereof  convicted  bo- 
fore  any  of  the  Supreme  Courts  in  this  Colony,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  having  his  right  ear  cut  off  and  shall  be  branded 
on  the  forehead  with  the  letter  C  and  be  committed  to  a  work- 
house,  and  there  be  confined  to  i;ork  under  the  car©  of  a  Mas¬ 
ter  till  the  day  of  his  death,  and  never  depart  from  said 
house  without  special  leave  from  this  Assembly,  under  the 
penalty  of  being  severely  whipped;  and  that  all  the  estate 
of  any  person  so  offending  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  forfeited 
to  this  government;  also  the  person  so  offending  as  afore¬ 
said  shall  be  forever  debarred  of  ary  trade  or  dealing  with¬ 
in  this  Colony  in  any  wife  upon  penalty  of  being  severely 
whipped.  (Conn.  Laws  Vol.  VI,  Itoge  299.) 

In  the  month  of  May  1740,  the  Assembly  declared- "For¬ 
asmuch,  as  xhe  expenses  of  this  government  are  likely  to  be 
very  great  by  reason  of  the  intended  expedition  directed  by 
His  Jiajesty  against  the  Spanish  West  indies,  and  the  neces¬ 
sary  preparations  for  a  proper  defence  of  the  borders,  sea 
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coasts  and  navigation,  and  also  by  reason  of  a  great  eoaro- 
ity  of  a  medium  of  exchange,  the  same  bearing  a  very  email 
proportion  to  the  extent  of  the  demand  therefor  in  order  to 
oarry  onthe  business  and  affairs  of  thi3  Colony,  be  it  en¬ 
acted,  that  the  sum  of  30,000  pounds  and  no  more,  in  Bill* 
of  Credit,  from  one  shilling  to  three  pounds,  be  forthwith 
imprinted,  of  which  8000  pounds  shall  be  for  current  expen¬ 
ses,  and  the  remaineder  shall  be  loaned  out  in  each  of  the 
five  Counties,  and  for  that  end  there  shall  be  a  Committee 
appointed  in  each  County,  who  shell  have  the  management  of 
the  said  affairs  of  loaning  the  said  Bills  and  taking  secur¬ 
ity  of  the  borrowers  therefor;  none  of  which  shall  borrow 
more  than  one  hundred  pounds,  or  less  than  twenty  five  pounds, 
whi  h  security  shall  be  either  double  land  security,  to 
which  the  borrower  shall  hove  a  clear  title,  and  of  which 
the  said  Committee  shall  be  well  certified,  or  bonds  for  sil¬ 
ver  money  as  aforesaid,  double  the  sum  borrowed,  with  two 
sufficient  surities.  The  said  land  redeemable,  and  said 
bonds  conditioned  and  avoidable  by  payment  of  the  aar.e  sum 
borrowed  either  in  the  Bills,  by  this  hot  emitted,  or  sil¬ 
ver  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  or  gold  equivalent,  or  in  esty 
Bills  of  Credit  of  this  of  the  neighboring  Colonies  passing 
current  in  this  Colony,  or  in  good  water-rotted  hemp  and 
well  wrought  canvas,  or  duck,  raised  and  manufactured  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  direction  of  the  law." 
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The  next  emission  of  bills  of  credit,  was  authorised 
in  the  month  of  Hay  1744,  when  4000  pounds  was  ordered.  Six 
months  afterwards,  t  o  sum  of  15,000  pounds  was  issued.  In 
1745,  Connecticut  took  an  active  part  in  the  expedition  a- 
gainat  touisburg,  for  which  the  Assembly  ordered  an  emission 
of  20,000  pounds  in  the  month  of  fc'arch.  Expenses  of  the 
next  year  necessitated  an  emission  of  20,000  pounds  in  Way, 
and  another  of  55,000  pounds  in  June. 

When  the  Assembly  net  in  Bay  1752,  the  members  resolved 
to  prevent  certain  bills  of  credit  Iran  passing  current  in 
tiie  Colony.  lienoo,  it  was  proclaimed  —  "Be  it  enacted  by 
the  Governor,  Council  and  Sepresentatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  no  Bill 
or  Eills  of  Credit  of  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  which  have 
been  emitted,  or  issued  in  that  C  lony  sinoe  the  25th  day  of 
the  month  of  December,  1750,  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  or  be 
current  in  this  Colony,  or  to  answer,  discharge  or  satisfy 
any  contract,  debt,  duty  or  demand  whatsoever  in  this  Colony. 
A  similar  ban  wa3  placed  on  New  Hampshire  bills  of  credit. 

Connecticut  sent  troops  commanded  by  General  rhineas 
Lyman,  against  the  French  at  Crown  Point,  in  1755.  Early 
in  the  year,  an  issuo  of  7,500  oounds  was  ordered.  In  Inarch 
12,50G  pounds  and  in  August  30,000  pounds  in  bills  wos 
emitted.  Later  in  the  fall  of  1755,  the  Assembly  declared 
as  follows .  "Whereas,  this  Govemaenv  hath  joined  sundry 
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of  the  neighboring  Colonies  in  an  attempt  to  remove  and 
dislodge  the  French  from  their  encroachments  made  on  His 
Majesties  territories,  at  and  about  Crown  Point,  and  find¬ 
ing  it  necessary  for  His  Majesties  service  to  be  prepared 
for  further  operations  to  that  purpose,  and  also  to  pay  off 
the  soldiery  that  have  been  engaged  therein,  for  which  there 
is  no  adequate  supply  in  the  Treasury,  and  the  people,  being 
under  heavy  taxos,  and  not  in  a  capacity  to  supply  money, 
timely  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  be  it  enacted,"  that  bills 
of  credit  to  the  value  of  12,000  pounds,  be  emitted.  (Vol.  X, 
Page  419.) 

Since  the  French  still  held  Crown  Point,  Connecticut 
sent  more  troops  in  1768,  and  the  Assembly  authorized  30,000 
pounds  in  bill3  of  credit  in  the  month  of  Kerch.  Military 
affairs  of  1759,  required  20,000  pounds  in  iebruary ,  40,000 
pounds  in  March  and  10,000  pounds  in  Key.  When  peace  was  de¬ 
clared  in  1760,  large  amounts  of  paper  currency  were  required 
to  pay  the  debts  incurred  and  to  enable  the  troops  to  resume 
their  usual  vocations.  Therefore,  the  Assembly  authorized  an 
emission  of  70,000  pounds  in  the  month  of  liaroh  1760.  This 
amount  served  the  needs  of  the  people  until  March  1761,  when 
bills  of  credit  amounting  to  45,000  pounds  was  issued.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  next  three  years  the  Assembly  authorized  82,000  pounds 
in  paper  money.  No  further  emissions  were  ordered  until  the 
month  of  Fay  1770,  when  10,000  pounds  was  issued.  Nominal 


. 
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amounts  were  authorised  to  meet  incidental  expenses ,  in  1/71, 
and  in  1775.  The  next  emission  amounting  to  15,000  pounds, 
was  sanctioned  in  January,  1776. 

The  impending  conflict  with  Great  Britain  prompted  the 
Assembly  to  order  an  emission  of  50,000  pounds  in  the  month 
of  Kay  1775.  Subsequently,  two  more  omissions  were  authorised 
in  1775,  each  being  for  50,000  pounds .  The  exigencies  of  1776, 
necessitated  50,000  pounds  on  June  7th  and  60,000  pounds  on 
June  19th.  When  the  Assembly  met  in  October  1776,  the  members 
declared  and  enacted  as  follows.  "Vihereas,  some  evil  minded 
persons,  inimical  to  the  liberties  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  have  endeavored  to  depreciate  the  Bills  of  Credit 
of  this  and  the  said  United  States,  which  to  prevent,  be  it 
enacted  that  if  any  person  within  this  State,  shall  attempt 
to  depreciate  or  under  value  any  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  afore¬ 
said  by  offering,  demanding  or  receiving  more  in  any  of  said 
Bills  in  exchange  for  Spanish  milled  dollars,  or  other  coins 
of  gold  or  silver,  or  bullion,  than  the  nominal  value,  or  a- 
mount  thereof  as  stated  in  said  Bills,  computing  a  Spanish 
milled  dollar  at  six  shillings,  lawful  money,  and  other  coins 
of  gold  or  silver  and  bullion,  at  the  value  in  proportion  to 
dollars  at  which  they  pass  in  this  State,  or  at  which  they  are 
or  may  be  fixed  by  the  Assembly  of  the  United  States  in  Con¬ 
gress,  or  by  offering,  demanding  or  receiving,  directly  or  in¬ 
directly  a  greater  sum  in  any  of  said  Bills  for  any  houses. 
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good s  or  commodities  whatsoever  than  the  same  could  be  pur¬ 
chased  at  of  the  same  person  or  persons.  In  gold  or  silver 
money,  or  whoever  shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell  houses,  land 
or  any  kina  of  commodity  for  hard  money,  and  shall  refuse  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  any  of  the  said  bills j  every 
person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  the  full  value  of  the  mon¬ 
ey  so  exchanged  or  the  houses,  lands,  good  or  commodities  so 
sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  of  which  one  half  to  the  Public 
Treasury,  and  the  other  half  to  any  person  who  shall  sue  for 
and  prosecute  the  same  to  effeot." 

(Am.  Archives,  Vol.  Ill,  Page  447.) 

If  the  above  enactment  had  been  rigidly  enforced  and 
if  those  who  were  manifestly  inimical  to  American  Liberty 
and  Independence,  had  been  arrested,  as  they  should  have 
been,  it  is  probable  that  the  paper  money  would  have  passed 
current  at  its  face  value  in  all  the  States.  But  when  the 
Hew  England  States  sent  representatives  to  Providence,  Rhode 
Island  in  January  1777  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  matter, 
they  adopted  measures  which  were  derogatory  to  the  bills  of 
credit,  by  limiting  the  emissions  to  30, OCX)  pounds,  and  by 
substituting  the  Treasurer's  notes  for  larger  sums.  In  the 
month  of  December  1776,  Connecticut  authorized  the  Treasurer 
to  sign  his  promissory  notes  of  ten  pounds  each,  to  the  amount 
of  60,000  pounds,  to  be  paid  to  the  officers  of  eight  batta¬ 
lions,  in  lieu  of  bills  of  publio  credit.  The  notes  were 
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mc.de  payable  within  three  years  with  interest  at  four  per 
oent  per  annum.  (Conn.  Laws  Vol.  1,  Peg®  105.) 

When  the  Assembly  met  in  October  1777,  it  was  announced- 
"whereas,  small  bills  are  muoh  wunted  for  change  in  currency, 
be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives, 
in  General  Court  assemblies,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
that  there  be  forthwith  imprinted  the  sum  of  5250  pounds  in 
bills  of  the  following  denominations  "viz.  two  pence  to  seven 
pence*  During  the  session  in  December  1777,  the  fb Hewing 
Act  was  passed.  "Whereas,  by  a  Resolution  of  Congress  of  the 
22nd  of  November  1777,  it  is  recommended  to  the  Legislatures 
of  the  several  States,  to  refrain  from  further  emissions  of 
Bills  of  Credit." 

Therefore-  ’be  it  enacted  that  none  of  the  Bills  of  Credit 
emitted  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  except 
Bills  of  under  the  value  of  one  dollar,  shall  be  current  in  any 
payment,  trade  or  dealing  in  this  State,  after  the  20th,  of 
March  next  in  the  State  Treasury,  or  in  payment  of  public  twees ; 
nor  Bhall  any  of  said  Bills  after 

the  fir*  iron  persons  in  the  army,  or 

others  who  reside,  or  are  absent  out  of  the  State  and  have  not 
opportunity  to  bring  in  the  same  by  that  time.  Upon  proof 
thereof,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Treasurer,  the  same  may 
be  received  by  him  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber  next  and  not  afterwards."

. 
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Fur  the  r  enactod-"that  the  possessor  of  said  Bills,  on 
delivering  them  into  the  Treasury,  within  the  time  limited 
as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  of  the  Treasurer,  his  promissory 
notes,  or  Bills  emitted  on  the  credit  oi‘  the  United  States, 
in  exchange  for  them.  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue  such  notes,  payable  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after 
the  date,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum, 
of  like  form  and  tenor  of  those  issued  by  Act  of  .the  General 
Assembly  in  JSay  last.  The  amount  to  be  emitted  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  236,000  pounds,  nor  any  of  them  for  a  less  sum  than  ten 
pounds . ” 

Such  an  enactment  was  destined  to  be  repealed  for  several 
reasons.  First,  because  the  Treasurers  promissory  notes  were 
no  better  secured  than  the  Bills  of  Credit  emitted  by  the  ac¬ 
credited  representatives  of  the  people  viz,  the  members  of 
the  Assembly*  Second,  because  the  former  could  not  have  been 
redeemed  more  readily  than  the  later.  Third,  because  the 
change  brought  alarm  to  the  people  and  properly  so.  Conse¬ 
quently,  when  the  Aissembly  met  in  January  1780,  the  Act  was 
rendered-nnull  and  void.”  Furthermore,  it  was  announced- 
"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives , 
in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that 
the  Bills  of  Credit,  heretofore  emitted  by  the  authority  of 
Congress,  or  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  shall  be 
a  legal  tender  as  money  in  all  payments,  within  this  State 


. 
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according  to  their  current  value,  having  regard  as  well  to 
the  time  of  making  all  contract*,  a*  to  the  time  of  render¬ 
ing  judgement,  to  which  all  Court*  within  thia  State,  in 
their  respective  jurisdictions,  are  to  coniorm  themselves j 
provided  nevertheless,  that  the  Bills  of  Credit  heretofore 
emitted  by  Jie  United  States,  shall  remain  a  legal  tender  at 
the  nominal  value  to  answer  all  debt*  due  from  the  inhabitant* 
of  this  State,  to  their  creditors  in  other  State*  until  such 
time  as  the  State  or  States  to  whioh  creditor*  belong  shall 
make  similar  laws  to  promote  equal  justice." 

(Conn.  Laws ,  Vol.  11,  Page  482.) 

Early  in  the  year  1780,  the  Assembly  authorized  an  e- 
mission  of  40,000  pounds  in  bills  of  credit  in  denomination* 
of  nine  pence  to  forty  shillings.  In  June  1780  the  sum  of 
50,000  pounds  was  emitted  in  bills  of  credit.  Again  in  July 
of  the  same  year  it  became  necessary  to  emit  the  sum  of 
100,000  pounds.  Subsequently  the  Treasurer  signed  note*  or 
certificates  for  various  amounts  until  1795.  The  total  a- 
mount  of  paper  money  issued  by  Connecticut,  is  approximately 
1,500,000  pounds .

Subsequently  until  1740  various  amounts  were  authorised  un¬ 
til  the  total  reached  104,000  pounds.  Keanwhile  the  bills 
were  reissued  and  bear  the  date  on  the  lower  margin. 

Soon  after  the  first  issue  became  counterfeited,  the 
authorities  enacted  that  a  filigree  overprint  should  be 
placed  on  the  bills.  Hence  two  varieties  of  each  denomina¬
